; Leonora Furr of Pomona continued 
her weekly discourse on ‘“Consum- 
er Education’ when the class con- 
vened Thursday in room 73 of 
Chaffey junior college. 

A two years fight for drug and 
cosmetic legislation designed for 
the protection of the consumer, 
has resulted in the passage of 4 
cosmetic bill by the senate, Dr. 
Furr stated, but the bill is weaker 
in many respects than the present 
proposed legislation. The senate 
bill has been so completely revis- 
ed by the senators and through 
advertising and publicity med- 
iums that it is now endorsed by 
the drug and cosmetic lobbyists, 
Dr. Furr stated, and she warned 
that consumers should give care- 
ful consideration to a bill thus 
favored. 

Dr. Furr suggested that the pub- 
lic should refrain from the use of 
patent medicines and seek the ad- 
vise of reliable authority when ill. 

She also suggested the advisa- 
bility of reading “One Hundred 
Thousand Guinea Pigs—Dangers 
in Everyday Foods, Drugs and 
Cosmetics,” by Arthur Kallet;
